Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1963?  in  which  an 
account  is  given  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during 
the  year.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  some  delay  in  publication, 
owing  to  illness  among  the  staffo  This  is  the  eighth  Report  to  be 
circulated  since  the  Urban  District  was  formed  in  April,  1956,  and 
it  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  No.  1/64. 

Vital  Statistics 


On  page  4 will  be  found  extracts  from  the  V.S.  for  the  year. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid-1963 
rose  to  56,790  - an  increase  of  1,430  on  the  previous  year.  Details 
of  births  and  deaths  are  passed  each  month  to  the  Crawley  Executive 
of  the  New  Towns  Commission  and  so  a fairly  accurate  figure  can  be 
obtained  from  this  source.  I am  told  that  the  Executive’s  figure 
for  the  end  of  the  year  was  60,000. 

The  total  births  during  1963  were  1,268,  as  compared  with  1,208 
in  1962,  giving  a Crude  Birth  Rate  of  22.32,  - well  above  the  national 
average.  The  total  deaths  rose  to  345,  an  increase  of  47  on  the 
previous  year,  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  6.07,  still  far  below  the 
national  average.  Reference  to  the  detailed  table  on  page  3 shows 
that  8 deaths  were  attributed  to  road  accidents  and  14  to  other  acci- 
dental causes.  Both  these  figures  show  a marked  rise  over  previous 
years.  Deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus  remain  at  14,  so  there  have  now  been  in  all  some  104  deaths 
from  this  largely  preventable  cause  among  residents  of  the  Urban 
District  since  1956. 

Notifiable  Diseases 


There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  total  of  official  notifications 
received  during  the  year  (1,713,  as  compared  with  98  during  1962).  In 
the  main  this  is  attributable  to  the  high  incidence  of  Measles. 
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International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


In  the  last  Report  I referred  to  the  high  number  of  certificates 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1962  for  authentica- 
tion, the  total  being  2,565®  This  was  because  of  the  occurrence  of 
small  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in  Great  Britain,  as  a result  of  which 
most  Continental  countries  required  travellers  to  carry  a current 
certificate  of  vaccination,,  This  was,  of  course,  a temporary  measure 
and  during  1965  the  number  dealt  with  fell  to  869  - about  the  normal 
average. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

Once  again  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  k7 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8.  This  is  the  section  which  deals 
with  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  living  in  insanitary  conditions. 


I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  T.  Steel,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  to  his  staff  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year  and  also  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
of  this  Report,  which  was  typed  by  my  secretary. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Situated  between  the  Forest  Ridge  and  the  Weald  in  pleasant 
country,  Crawley  was  for  long  a market  town  and  shopping  centre  for 
the  surrounding  rural  districts  <>  Its  recorded  history  dates  back 
to  Norman  times.  In  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
London  to  Brighton  Road,  passing  through  the  town,  became  one  of 
the  most  frequented  highways  in  Britain  and  the  George  Inn  became 
a famous  coaching  house. 

In  19^7  it  was  decided  that  Crawley,  with  the  surrounding  area, 
should  be  expanded  into  one  of  the  eight  New  Towns  which  it  was  planned 
to  build  in  a ring  approximately  25-30  miles  from  the  centre  of  London. 
Crawley  can  now  claim  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  of  these  to 
reach  the  stage  of  completion.  Whereas  the  designated  area  of  the 
town  housed  only  9,500  people  in  1947,  the  present  population  is  over 
60,000.  Thus  nearly  51,000  people,  mainly  from  the  metropolis,  have 
moved  to  new  surroundings  where  they  enjoy  a high  standard  of  living 
and  have  established  a settled  community.  Covering  6,000  acres,  the 
town  is  approximately  y/z  miles  across  and  is  surrounded  by  a green 
belt  with  ready  access  to  the  countryside.  The  Crawley  Development 
Corporation  was  responsible  for  the  planning  and  building  of  the  town, 
including  the  majority  of  houses,  most  shops  and  some  factories,  but 
the  administration  of  the  area  is  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  - 
the  West  Sussex  County  Council  and  the  Crawley  Urban  District  Council. 

The  town  was  planned  to  have  nine  residential  areas,  with  popula- 
tions varying  from  4,600  to  8,250,  a Town  Centre  and  an  Industrial  Area, 
the  last  being  situated  to  the  north  of  the  town  on  the  London  side, 
adjoining  the  main  road  and  railway.  Each  residential  area  is  largely 
self-contained,  having  a Primary  School,  shops  which  provide  for  daily 
needs,  a Church  and  a Public  House.  This  arrangement  cuts  to  a mini- 
mum the  distance  which  children  are  obliged  to  walk  to  school  in  their 
early  years.  A tenth  Neighbourhood  is  now  in  course  of  development, 

480  dwellings  being  already  in  occupation.  As  Education  Authority  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  has  provided  Primary,  Secondary  Modern  and 
Grammar  Schools,  and  a flourishing  College  of  Further  Education  has 
been  established  serving  a wide  area. 

One  permanent  Community  Centre  adjoins  the  West  Green  Primary 
School,  and  during  1963  two  further  buildings  were  completed,  one  in 
Pound  Hill  and  one  in  Northgate.  Eight  semi-permanent  Community  Huts 
have  been  built  in  the  Neighbourhoods  and  two  Youth  Huts  are  provided. 

The  list  of  organisations  shown  in  the  booklet  of  local  information,  - 
the  final  edition  of  which  was  issued  by  the  Crawley  Development 
Corporation  in  May,  1961,  - totals  approximately  450,  including 
Tenants'  Associations,  Sports  Clubs,  Social  Clubs,  Church  Clubs  and 
many  other  organisations. 
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The  number  of  dwellings  which  were  erected  by  the  Crawley  Develop- 
ment Corporation  and  the  New  Towns  Commission  (Crawley  Executive)  totals 
11,631 » including  both  houses  and  flats o 

There  is  a wide  variation  in  the  size  and  type  of  accommodation 
provided,  with  over  230  types  of  dwelling,  and  the  average  density 
is  12<>3  to  the  acre.  At  the  end  of  1963  the  Crawley  Urban  District 
Council  had  l,06l  properties  in  occupation,. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  residents  work  in  Crawley,  either  in 
factories  or  in  the  town's  serviceso  Eighty-two  factories  are  in  pro- 
duction and  two  in  course  of  erection,  while  some  eight  extensions  to 
existing  factories  are  under  way.  Unemployment  remains  at  a very  low 
level.  The  total  number  at  work  in  the  town  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  31* 000 o 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Crawley  Development  Corporation  was  to 
provide  a limited  number  of  shops  in  the  Neighbourhood  Centres,  125  in 
all,  a larger  number  being  in  the  more  distant  areas.  The  Town  Centre 
has  become  a shopping  area  of  regional  importance,  having  over  150  new 
shops  trading.  This  figure  includes  department  stores,  banks,  gas  and 
electricity  showrooms,  etc.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  T.  Steel 

As  explained  in  the  section  of  this  report  on  the  Clean  Air  Act, 

the  Smoke  Control  Area  programme  was  the  duty  requiring  most  attention 

during  1963*  With  the  Orders  for  both  Southgate  and  Ifield  becoming 
operative,  conversions  of  appliances  occasioned  a large  number  of 
inspections  and  interviews.  At  the  same  time,  in  preparation  for  the 
Council's  fifth  order,  a survey  was  carried  out  in  West  Green. 
Unfortunately,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  for  the  reasons  given  later, 

it  was  found  that  a fresh  survey  of  West  Green  will  be  needed  so  as  to 

allow  for  the  different  approach  required  by  the  expected  drop  in 
supplies  of  gas  coke. 

This  necessary  concentration  on  Smoke  Control  resulted  in  a 
reduction  of  inspections  of  a more  routine  nature  - notably,  and 
concernedly,  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  as  shown  in  the  section 
on  Food  Hygiene.  Although,  as  also  shown  in  that  section,  steady 
progress  has  been  maintained  in  respect  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Courses 
at  Crawley  College,  concern  must  still  be  expressed  at  the  general 
lack  of  knowledge  among  workers  in  the  food  trades  of  the  ways  in 
which  infections  and  food-poisoning  can  be  disseminated  by  food,  and 
of  the  preventive  measures  they  themselves  should  adopt. 

Also  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  lack  of 
appreciation  of  the  ways  in  which  various  diseases  are  spread  is  a 
handicap  to  the  general  population  as  well.  Long  periods  without 
the  occurrence  of  serious  outbreaks  of  disease  tend  to  induce  a false 
sense  of  security  and,  even  if  not  an  actual  slackening  of  precautions, 
a failure  to  appreciate  their  true  value. 

For  instance,  do  not  most  of  us  now  tend  to  regard  the  washing  of 
hands  after  using  the  toilet  more  as  a matter  of  common  decency  than 
as  one  of  the  most  important  precautions  against  the  possible  spread 
of  disease?  The  main  risk  being,  of  course,  that  some  of  us  tend  to 
forget  even  the  decency  angle  when  nobody  else  is  looking! 

Obviously  there  is  now  a need  for  further  attention  to  be  paid 
to  Health  Education  generally.  To  be  fore-warned  is  to  be  fore- 
armed, and  even  an  elementary  knowledge  on  the  part  of  individuals 
of  the  ways  in  which  diseases  are  spread  could  be  of  great  value  in 
both  preventing  their  spread  and  in  preventing  undue  alarm  in  the 
event  of  an  outbreak.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  continued  to 
be  good,  but  concern  must  still  be  expressed  at  the  lack  of  basic 
training  in  Food  Hygiene  of  the  majority  of  employees  in  the  various 
food  trades o 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a staff  equipped  with  even  elementary 
knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  diseases  can  be  spread  by  food  and 
of  the  causes  of  food  poisoning,  are  of  much  greater  value  than  a staff 
who  are  not  really  aware  of  the  reasons  for  the  precautions  they  are 
asked  to  takeB 

As  the  requirements  of  Food  Hygiene  are  so  often  very  similar  to 
the  requirements  for  the  marketing  of  perishable  foods  in  good  condi- 
tion, it  is  surprising  that  the  food  trades  generally  have  not  insti- 
tuted proper  training  schemes  for  their  employees 0 The  very  few 
food  concerns  which  do  give  such  training  are  outstanding  in  their 
successo 

Ihat  employees  are  willing  and  able  to  benefit  from  such  training 
is  evidenced  by  the  continued  interest  in  the  courses  run  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Crawley  College  for  the  Food  Hygiene  Certificate  Examination 
of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene 0 Last  year  31 
more  candidates  were  successful  in  obtaining  this  certificate 0 
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Food  Hygiene  (Continued) 

Judging  from  remarks  made  by  candidates  and  from  appreciation 
expressed  by  employers,  a basic  knowledge  of  Food  Hygiene  makes  food 
handlers  more  confident,  more  reliable  and  needful  of  much  less 
supervision  than  those  without  such  knowledge,  as  well  as  being 
better  able  to  safeguard  customers'  interests® 

It  is  anticipated,  therefore,  that  employers  will  continue  to 
encourage  food  handlers  to  attend  the  courses  at  Crawley  College  or 
to  undergo  other  suitable  instruction®  The  appropriate  rewarding 
of  Certificated  staff  is  well  worthy  of  consideration® 


The  number  of  inspections  of  food  premises  is  only  a little  over 
half  that  for  1962,  the  main  reason  being  the  need  to  switch  attention 
to  the  Clean  Air  programme  for  the  West  Green  neighbourhood.  This  is, 
however,  a situation  which  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue  as  frequent 
unannounced  inspections  of  food  premises  are  undoubtedly  of  major 
importance  in  maintaining  high  standards® 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


Reports  were  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  thirty-one 
matters  in  respect  of  possible  infringements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations® 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  under  Section  2 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  concerning  the  presence  of  strands  of  tobacco 
in  a loaf.  The  case  was  heard  in  February  1964,  as  a result  of  which 
the  defendants  were  fined  £40  and  the  Council  awarded  costs.

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  as  all  irregularities  were 
promptly  corrected  by  informal  action. 

The  adverse  report  on  fruit  concerned  the  presence  in  dried  prunes 
of  a preservative  (sorbic  acid)  which  is  not  permitted  in  this  country. 
The  product  was  withdrawn  from  sale. 
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Most  of  the  other  irregularities  as  regards  foodstuffs  related 
to  matters  such  as  inaccurate  labelling,  failure  to  declare  preserva- 
tives in  sausages  and  misrepresentation  of  artificial  cream  as  cream0 

The  three  unsatisfactory  samples  of  aspirin  tablets  contained 
more  than  twice  the  quantity  of  salicylic  acid  indicated  by  the  BoP® 
limit  test  and  were  considered  unsuitable  for  administration  to  children,. 
All  were  of  the  same  brand  and  all  supplies  were  promptly  withdrawn  by 
the  manufacturers o Replacement  supplies  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 0 

The  samples  of  Parrish  Food  and  of  the  Belladonna  and  Ephedrine 
mixture  did  not  comply  with  British  Pharmaceutical  standards  and  in  both 
cases  the  relevant  supplies  were  withdrawn  and  replaced,. 

All  the  samples  of  drugs  were  obtained  from  chemists,  who  are  faced 
with  the  same  difficulties  of  stock  control  as  food  vendors o The  vast 
number  of  commodities  now  available  necessitates  careful  checking  of 
stocks  and  rejection  of  supplies  which  may  have  deteriorated  with  time 
or  other  aspects  of  storage o

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  samples  of  milk  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  this  year  up  to  standard.  Last  year, 
mainly  as  a result  of  the  marketing  of  raw  T.T.  milk  from  vending 
machines,  43  of  6l  samples  of  this  grade  were  unsatisfactory. 

Regulations  which  come  into  force  in  1964  will  introduce  the 
designation  "Untreated",  which  is  a more  realistic  description  of 
milk  which  has  not  been  rendered  safe  by  heat  treatment.  As  all 
milk  is  now  virtually  of  Tuberculin  Tested  standard,  consumers  would 
be  well  advised  to  consider  the  fact  that  there  are  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis  which  can  be  transmitted  by  milk  and  that  heat  treat- 
ment (pasteurisation  or  sterilisation)  is  also  a safeguard  against  such 
other  diseases.

Although  these  regulations  have  given  greater  control  over  the 
disposal  and  use  of  unfit  meat,  it  would  be  impossible  to  be  assured 
of  complete  compliance  without  continuous  supervision  of  all  such 
supplies.  However,  such  supervision  is  clearly  impracticable  unless 
local  authorities  themselves  become  directly  responsible  for  the 
processing  and  disposal  of  unfit  meat. 


HOUSING 


Considerable  efforts  were  again  made  to  publicise  the  availability 
of  Improvement  Grants.  Only  24  applications  were  received  and  22  grants 
were  agreed  in  respect  of  16  owner-occupied  and  6 rented  properties. 

These  figures  represent  steady  but  not  very  satisfactory  progress 
in  the  modernisation  of  the  older  houses  in  the  town.

Although  there  will  now  be  at  least  one  year's  delay  in  progress 
in  Crawley,  residents  in  future  Smoke  Control  Areas  will  be  able  to 
obtain  grants  for  a much  better  standard  of  conversion  than  heretofore. 

In  those  neighbourhoods  where  Smoke  Control  is  already  operating, 
the  co-operation  of  residents  has  been  very  good  and  very  few  indeed 
have  expressed  dissatisfaction.  Although  at  one  time  the  Englishman 
regarded  the  open  coal  fire  as  an  inseparable  friend,  it  is  now  apparent 
that  most  of  us  have  realised  that  it  is  inefficient  and  dirty  and  that 
there  are  other  ways  of  heating  our  homes  which  are  both  efficient  and 
clean  as  well  as  more  convenient. 

There  is  still  a marked  trend  among  residents  in  the  newer  houses 
in  the  town  towards  the  use  of  gas  for  space-heating.  With  gas  now 
being  obtained  from  oil  and  natural  reservoirs  more  economically  than 
from  coal,  this  trend  is  helpful  to  the  country's  Clean  Air  programme, 
as  it  is  the  reduction  in  the  supply  of  gas  from  coal  which  will  bring 
about  the  reduction  in  supplies  of  gas  coke. 

Industrial  Plant 


Although  in  the  main  the  operation  of  plant  on  the  industrial 
Estate  has  been  satisfactory,  several  matters  have  required  attention. 

Following  further  complaints  regarding  a grit  and  dust  nuisance  from 
one  factory  burning  coal,  National  Coal  Board  officials  took  samples  from 
the  chimney  of  one  of  the  boilers.  Although  the  results  showed  the 
emissions  of  grit  and  dust  to  be  well  below  the  amounts  at  present  con- 
sidered to  be  a reasonable  maximum,  negotiations  proceeded  with  a view 
to  their  further  reduction.  Even  a slight  emission  is  noticeable  in  an 
otherwise  clear  area,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  reasonably  economic 
solution  can  be  found  and  applied. 

A furnace  which  had  been  installed  (without  the  required  notifica- 
tions) for  experimental  purposes  was  found  to  be  emitting  gross  amounts 
of  smoke.  Following  discussions  with  the  management  of  the  factory 
concerned  the  furnace  was  withdrawn  from  operation  pending  suggested 
modifications. 

Complaints  regarding  fumes  from  a lacquer  drying  oven  at  another 
factory  were  investigated  and  possible  remedies  discussed  with  the 
occupiers.  A partial  remedy  was  effected  by  the  raising  of  the  chimney 
serving  the  plant,  but  it  appeared  that  other  measures  will  be  necessary. 
The  difficulty  in  such  cases  is  to  find  a solution  which  is  economically 
practicable.

APPENDIX  A 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

Routine  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Brighton 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  Routine  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice- 
cream are  submitted,  together  with  many  other  types  of  specimens. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  despatch  to  the  laboratory  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  of  any  specimens  which  general  practi- 
tioners may  wish  to  send  for  examination. 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  J.E.  Jameson,  the  Director  of  the  Labora- 
tory, for  his  assistance  and  advice  on  many  occasions. 

2.  Ambulance  Service 


The  operation  of  this  service,  for  which  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  is  responsible,  was  carried  out  by 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  until  1st  April,  1963*  when  it  became 
a County  Council  directly  administered  Service. 

Five  ambulance  vehicles  were  provided  by  the  County  Council  and 
the  staff  increased  to  nine  Driver/Attendants.  During  1963  the 
Crawley  ambulances  covered  90,485  miles  and  conveyed  10,891  patients. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service,  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  County, 
was  under  the  control  of  the  Station  Officer  at  Horsham,  serving  the 
whole  of  this  area.  During  1963,  these  voluntary  drivers  covered 
363,641  miles  when  transporting  27,149  patients  to  hospitals  and 
clinics. 

3.  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Disease 

The  majority  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment  are  normally  admitted  to  Foredown  I.D.H.  at  Hove,  although 
the  number  sent  in  during  1963  was  small.  I must  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

We  are  advised  that  any  cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  the 
District  should  be  sent  to  the  River  Hospital  (Long  Reach),  Dartford, 
Kent. 

4.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 
A.  By  Local  Health  Authority 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  Services  provided  in  the 

area  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority.

(a)  Nursing ; The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
are  held  as  follows

(Monday  and  Thursday)  from  2 p.m.  A doctor  is  in  attendance 
on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Mondays  and  also  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Thursdays  in  the  month. 

Bishop  Bell  Clinic,  Tilgate.  Sessions  are  held  on  Mondays 
and  Fridays  from  2 - 4 p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Monday,  and  also  on  the  first,  third  and 
fifth  Friday  in  the  month. 

Ifield  Community  Hut.  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Fridays 
from  2-4  p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Friday  in  the  month. 

Southgate  Community  Hut.  Sessions  are  held  each  Thursday  from 
2-4  p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the  third  Thursday 
in  the  month. 

Gossops  Green  Clinic  (At  Gossops  Green  School) . Sessions  are 
held  twice  weekly  on  Wednesdays  from  10  a.m.  and  on  Fridays 
from  2-4  p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  Fridays. 

Family  Planning  Clinic.  A Family  Planning  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Health  Clinic  in  Exchange  Road  at  1.45  p.m.  to 
2.45  p.m.  on  Fridays  and  7 <>15  p.m.  to  8.15  p.m.  on  Mondays 
and  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month. 

Relaxation  Classes. 


Health  Clinic,  Exchange  Road.  Classes  are  held  weekly  on 
Mondays  at  2 p.m. 

(c)  School  Health  Service.  Regular  inspections  of  children 
are  carried  out  at  all  schools  by  the  District  M.O.H.  and  other 
School  Medical  Officers  in  the  service  of  the  County  Council. 


Two  full-time  Dental  Surgeons  operate  in  Crawley  „ Regular 
sessions  are  held  at  the  Crawley  Health  Clinic,  Langley  Green 
and  Tilgate  Clinics,  and  in  the  medical  rooms  of  the  new  schools. 

Eye,  Orthopaedic,  Child  Guidance,  Physiotherapy  and  Speech 
Clinics  are  held  in  the  town. 

Sessions  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Poliomye- 
litis are  held  at  the  Crawley  Health  Clinic,  and  at  the  Clinics 
in  Three  Bridges,  Tilgate,  Gossops  Green  and  Langley  Green. 

(d)  Home  Help  Service.  This  is  controlled  by  the  Women's 
Voluntary  Service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  The  value 
of  this  work  cannot  be  over-estimated. 


Other  Facilities 


(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services.  A comprehensive 
hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a private  nature 
is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate 
charges. 

(ii)  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services.  Everyone  is 
entitled,  as  part  of  the  arrangements  of  the  National  Health 
Service,  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrange- 
ments for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  175 » Broyle  Road, 
Chichester. 

(iii)  Crawley  Chest  Clinic.  Patients  who  are  referred  to  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physician  are  seen  at  the  Clinic  in  Crawley 
Hospital,  where  sessions  are  held  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

(iv)  Venereal  Diseases.  Patients  may  attend  the  Clinic  at 
the  Redhill  General  Hospital  or  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
Hospital,  Brighton.  Treatment  is  confidential  and  times  are
